But the Socialist party is no 
longer a workers’ organization. 
It has not been for a good many 
years. Of its voting strength of 
3,250,000, only 30 per cent are 
manual workers. Ten per cent 
are farmers. The remaining 60 | 
per cent is made up of govern- 
ment workers, pensioners, white 
collar workers, small shopkeep- | 
ers and intellectuals. | 


This mixture has undergone a) 
change roughly comparable to 
what has happened to much of 
labor in the United States. It 
has moved from a position of 
socialist reform, such as featured 
the early days of the New Deal, 
to one of white collar comfort. 
French Socialists have become in- 
creasingly middle-class, rather 
than revolutionaries. 


In a sense this has happened 
to Socialist parties in Germany, 
England, Italy and Holland. 


A Weakness 

As it is a weakness of the | 
French Socialists, so it was to 
the Germans in the election of 
last summer. And, for that mat- 
ter, it was a weakness of U.S 
Democrats in the 1952 and 1956 
campaigns. 

David Shoenbrun, in his book, 
“As France Goes;*--wreote of 
talking with Leon Blum, ven- 
erable French Socialist leader in 

, 1948. 

“Why has your party lost so 
many votes since its peak at lib- 
eration in 1945?” 

“What have we to offer nowa- 
days,” replied Blum, sadly and 
wearily. ““The Communists are 
Socialists, the Catholics are So- 
cialists, even the Fascists call 
themselves ‘National Socialists.’ 
Everybody's a Socialist. We shall 
have to invent a new word or a 
new idea.” 


That new idea has not come 
along . . . in France, or any- 
where else in Europe. And, while 
the analogy is not exact, there 
are labor leaders in America who 
are similarly waiting. The U.S. 
Socialist platforms of a genera- 
tion ago long have been written 
into law by the New Deal and 
“Kept then by the GOP. 


The Socialists of Europe today 
have no social ideology. Many of 
them, including prominent lead- 
ers in France and Britain, no 
longer argue for complete nation- 
alization. They see the tremendous 
industrial concentrations of our 
day requiring trained and expert 
managers. 

Lacking a revolutionary flame, 
such as the old Socialists pos- 
sessed, or a militant ideology such 
as the Communists offer, the So- 
cialist party has_ slowly lost 
strength. 


Postwar Error 


European Socialists, who worked 
with the Communists in resistance 
against the Nazis, did not make 
the postwar error of Socialist 
parties in middle Europe. They 
did not accept the Communist 
embrace. Those parties which 
did were soon squeezed to death, 
their leaders jailed or killed. 


In Germany Socialist leaders 
denounced the Communists as 
“Hitler’s blackshirts now wearing 
red shirts.” The French Social- 
ists expelled the Communists 
from the government, in which 
they won places after Gen. de 
Gaulle’s walkout in early 1946 
It was a Socialist government. 
too, which broke the strikes of 
1947 by calling out the army. 
This led to a split in the Con- 
federation of Labor. They saved 
the Fourth Republic from com- 
munism—but they did so at greal 
cost.

19,000 Volts 


Hit Lineman 
At Substation 


A Georgia Power Co. lineman 
was burned severely Sunday when 
a transformer carrying 19,000 
volts of electricity exploded at a 
substation at 910 Hall Ph, NW,

He was identified as E. A. 
South, %6, of Ellenwood, near 
Stockbridge. 


Patrolmen S$. R. Smith and D. 
Fuller said they heard a loud 
noise and a scream, then saw 
smoke coming from the power 
company substation. The police- 
men met Robert Bennett running 
from the rear of the plant, shout- 
ing for an ambulance.

“We are prepared 
without a contract at all three 
places until such time as the 
companies show they are ready 
to bargain.”’ 


The GM contract ran out 
Thursday midnight without a set- 
tlement but workers here con- 
tinued on the jobs Friday without 
a contract. There were no reports 
of any difficulties at the GM Chev- 
rolet plant in Atlanta and the 
Buick-Oldsmobile-Pontiac plant at 
Doraville. 


SEVERAL CITIES 


Atlanta was one of several 
cities at which meetings were 
held Sunday afternoon to brief 
local union officers, shop stew- 
ards and committeemen to tell 
them how to carry on without a 
contract. 


In a letter to Ford hourly-rated 
workers, including those in At- 


| lanta, Henry Ford II, president of 


Ford, said normal operations 
would continue, but several union 
functions would be curtailed. 


Ford added there would be no 
effort’ to “break the union” or 
influence workers in the choice 
of the UAW as their bargaining 
representative. 


Involved in the contract nego- 
tiations are a total of 100,000 Ford 
workers, 75,000 Chrysler work- 
ers, and 350,000 General Motors 
employes. 


IDENTICAL PROCEDURE 


The three companies followed 
an identical procedure in negotia- 
tions. Each offered a two-year 
extension of the current contract 
with 16 cents in wage increases 
spread over that time. They did 
not increase the offer in weeks of 
bargaining, but alluded to the 
recession. 

The UAW originally asked for 
wage increases, improved pen- 
sions and increased pay for laid- 
off workers. It did not estimate’ 
the cost of the package but the 
auto makers said it would run 
about 70 cents an hour. The union 
characterized these estimates as 
absurd. Auto workers now aver- 
age $2.43 an hour.

As Paris Leftists Riot 


190 Seized 
And Dozens 


Are Injured

PARIS — Communist - inspired 


riots erupted in Paris Sunday a 
few hours before the National As- 
sembly voted. to install Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle as premier of 
France. 

The outbreaks commenced at 
3 p.m. in the working-class quar- 
ters in northern, eastern and 
southern sections of the city. At 
almost. the same moment the tall, 
aging general rose to deliver his 
investiture speech in a jammed 


and tense Parliament ringed by 
armed security guards. 


THREE HOURS 

For the next three hours hun- 
dreds of police, packed in heavy 
vans, rushed to trouble spots to 
clash with the demonstrators. 
From all reports the riots were 
the most serious to have occurred 
in this troubled capital since the 
crisis began 20 days ago. 

Many persons were injured — 
‘several dozens” according to po- 
lice—including 25 members of the 
security force. Some 190 rioters 
were arrested. 

Besides those ready for action 
in the streets, the mobs were re- 
plenished by leftists from indus- 
trial suburbs who entered the 
city by train, bus, subway, trucks 
and on foot. Even before they 
arrived police, who had been 
alerted, descended on key train, 
bus and subway exits. 


NORTHERN PARIS 


The first clash between securi- 
ty forces and rioters took place 
in northern Paris near the Porte 
de Clignancourt. Several hun- 
dred demonstrators tried to force 
their way south toward the cen- 
ter of the city through four van 
léads. of police. Both sides struck 
out with clubs. After 15 minutes 
of confused fighting the leftists 
retreated northward. 

These rioters, like others else- 
where in the city carried anti- 
Gaullist placards and shouted 
such slogans as “Down with De 
Gaulle,” “Vive La Republique” 
and “Fascism Shall Not Pass.” 
The latter catchword particularly 
is associated with» Communist 
demonstrations. 

While fighting was going on in 
the northern section, mobs were 
building up in the eastern part 
of the city around the Place de 
La Republique and the Place de 
La Bastille. The same thing was 
happening in the south near the 
Place D'’Italie. 

Overhead, at very low altitude,

The impelling personality be- 
hind this declaration has never 
ceased to be a controversial fig- 
ure since schoolboy days when 
classmates, teasing him for his 
height, dubbed him ‘The Aspara- 
gus.” 

The controversy became even 
more intense when, shortly before 
World War II as an “upstart 
colonel,” De Gaulle jolted the 
French high command with a revo- 
lutionary proposal: Abandon the 


massive French army in favor of 
a small, highly mobile, mechan- 
ized professional crops. 

Some elder members of the Gen- 
eral’s Staff never forgave him for 


His friends and supporters see 
him as the inspired leader who 
can take France out of the morass 
of political decadence and raise 
her to the glory so dear to the 
Gallic heart.

Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
Is the Last, Best Hope 


Gen. Charles de Gaulle, resistance 
hero of France during the second great 
war, has become the 26th Premier of the 
Fourth Republic. 

With the Communists grimly abstain- 
ing, the Socialists provided him with the 
necessary votes to attain office with le- 
gality rather than by a coup d’etat. 

The general does not please everyone. 
Most Frenchmen accept him with reser- 
vations. But whatever he may be, he is 
the last best hope of a sick republic. The 
French government has been largely im- 
potent and frustrated because there was 
no system of checks and balances. The 
executive had almost no power. The 
Chamber of Deputies had almost all con- 
stitutional provisions in its hands. Yet 
because of the many political parties the 
French parliament was a farce. 

If Gen. De Gaulle can reform the con- 
stitution, making it nearer our own!’ with 
its admirable system of counter bal- 
ances, he may save France. And let 
none of us deceive ourselves, saving 
France is important to Western civiliza- 
tion. 

The problem is massive. The French 
economy is in precarious condition. The 
war in Algeria can be settled only by 
complete political integration of all Mos- 
lems in Algeria. This will require tre- 
mendous expenditures in salaries, schools 
and in election and maintenance cf per- 
haps 100 new deputies in Paris from 
Algeria. The estimated cost of all this is 
roughly three hundred million dollars. 

‘The Western world. can do nothing 
more than Assist Gen. De Gaulle if he 
provides the opportunity. If he seeks to 
take France out of the West and make 
of her a neutral “third force,” he will 
fail and endanger all his present allies. 

But he is the last, best hope. And since 
we are all a part of the future, we can- 
not do otherwise than assist ... if he 
will permit it. Neither France nor the 
world needs a “mystic” De Gaulle who 
seeks to be a masculine Joan of Arc. We 
need an immensely practical, able man 
dedicated to a future of freedom and 
alliance,

Tax Equalization Is 
A Constant Problem 


Squabbles about taxes are as old as 
the device of taxing itself. But the wide 
disparity in taxable values to -support 
local governments in Georgia is a con- 
tinuing problem to which there appar- 
ently is no solution. 

There are, of course, differences in 
economic capabilities between counties. 
But the differences are not as great as 
tax digests show and:some of the wealth- 
ier counties keep local support of services 
at a ridiculously low figure. Many of 
these counties just come to the state 
capital for handouts and subsidies. 

Some counties.-have had the courage 
to push. through: re-evaluation and tax 
equalization programs. Usually this was 
from absolute necessity but others were 
motivated by a genuine civic desire to 
improve schools and other services. They 
are the counties. where desire for prog- 
ress outweighed resistance to additional 
property taxes. 

During the Talmadge administration 
the state removed itself almost entirely 
from the property tax field, leaving it 
to cities and counties. Counties, however, 
have been reluctant to take advantage of 
their opportunities and look to the state 
to bail them. out. 


Down in Coffee County there is a 
._.controversy ‘now over re-evaluation of 


property for taxation. Dissident groups 
are opposing it, evidently preferring to 
fight it out with assessors year after year. 
The most ridiculous aspect of it all is 
the fact that Coffee County property is 
valued for tax purposes at only eight mil- 
lion dollars. Coffee is one of the state’s 
more prosperous counties. Its county seat 
is thriving Douglas. 

There should be a more uniform for- 
mula throughout the state on evaluation 
of property for tax purposes. There cer- 
tainly shouldn’t be a penalty by the state 
against those counties which try to do 


an Konest job, such as is built into the 


school chargeback formula.

However, these 
costly binders of worldly wisdom 
have failed miserably to show 
even a slight trend for the better 
in the business of transporting 
John Q. Public to work and home 
each day. 

One basic point all of these sur- 
veys will divulge is the snail- 
pace speed transit vehicles are 
compelled to maintain due to 
the numerous normal situations 
that throttle this industry’s serv- 
ice to a mere 9.5 mp.h. 

The transit industry as it is 
today cannot possibly compete 
with the comfort, speed and con- 
venience of the private aulomo- 
bile. 

To compete, transit service 
must be at least two to three 
times faster than the private 
auto to overcome the speed prob- 
lem. The increase in speed will 
help overshadow the convenience 
and comfort advantage. 

The Monorail, 
built to compete against exist- 
ing competition, would certainly 
revive transit travel and aid in 
the growth of our cities. 

The trend of decentralization 
of the large city is due directly 
to the inability of transit serv- 
ice to meet the task of moving 
the people. If not so, how. do 
you explain the tremendous in- 
crease in population in our own 
city and a decrease in transit 
vehicles of at least 30 per cent 
in the last five years. 

This cutback of vehicles in op- 
eration is also complemented with 
a drop in schedules and miles 
operated by the remaining ve- 
hicles. This trend will continue, 
the value of downtown property 
will continue to sink with the 
lifeline of the big city. 

The Monorail is the fastest, 
safest and most economical ap- 
proach to the problem. 

We don’t have to wait for new 
materials and elements to be dis- 
covered. We need a leader, a

United States Gold Outflow 


Is Result of the Recession 


The United States gold supply at Fort Knox dropped 750 million 
dollars during the first four months of 1958. The downward trend is 
an unusual devarture for this country during peacetime. Barron’s, 
business and financial weekly, points out that during the last 25 years 
the flow of gold into the United States has been constant, except for 
interruptions during World War II and the Korean conflict. 


This year, however, is differ- 
ent. During March, nearly 250 
million dollars in gold went out 
of the treasury and for the year 
the total may run as high as two 
billion dollars. 

The United States now has 
nearly 22 billions in gold stock, 
which is still enough to support 
the country’s credit structure, but 
éathe downward trend is significant. 
It comes at a time when the 
country is in its worst postwar 
recession and exports have de- 
clined 18 per’ cent while imports 
have fallen only 5 per cent. 

What the gold situation 
amounts to is that the United 
States is paying oui more dollars 


than it earns. The country is find- 


ing itself in @ position of growing 


because of our country’s inflated 
costs of doing business. Barrof’s 
says: 

“Everyone knows, of course, 
that United States’ wages are un- 
paralleled elsewhere. It is equal- 
ly significant that, owing to gov- 
ernment supports and subsidies, 
many manufacturers also have to

nonferrous metals. Thus, in seek- 
ing to pacify one pressure group 
after another, Washington merely 
has succeeded in hobbling Ameri- 
can business more severely in the

Said Henry Grady on i Cot- 
ton Plant’’: 

“What a royal plant it is! The 
world waits in attendance on its 
growth. The shower that falls 
whispering on its leaves is heard 
around the earth. The sun that 
shines on it is tempered by the 
prayers of all people. The frost 
that chills it and the dew that 
descends from the stars is noted, 
and the trespass of a little worm 
on its green leaf is more to’ Eng- 
land that the advance of the Rus- 
sian army on her Asian outposts. 


“It is gold from the instant it 
puts forth its tiny shoot. Its fibre 
is current in every bank, and 
when loosing its fleece to the sun, 
it floats a banner that glorifies 
the field of the humble farmer.

But it seems the USGA di- 
rector wants more information 
on the subject and also from the 
Gatlinburg club. 

Under USGA rules, an amateur 
cannot accept honorary member- 
ship to a club because of golf 
skill or golf reputation unless 
such membership or privileges 
have been awarded as purely and 
deservedly honorary and in rec- 
ognition of outstanding perform- 
cance or contribution to golf. 

In his letter to Gene advising 
him that his entry was being ac- 
cepted but not as an amateur, 
Dey said the USGA committee 
on amateur status would rule on 
his case at an early date, pre- 
sumably before the Open at 
Tulsa, Okla., June 12-14. 

If Gene hustles up a satis- 
factory explanation either by 
phone or letter to Dey, there’s 
a chance the matter may be 
cleared up, otherwise he may 
find himself without amateur 
standing.

Boxing Group Sets| 
Sept. 30 Deadline 


PARIS (AP)—The world cham- 
pionship boxing committee Sunday 
ordered heavyweight champion 
Floyd Patterson to defend his ti- 
tle before Sept. 30 in a bout with 
one of four top contenders. The 
committee said that if Patterson 
failed to comply he would be 
stripped of his title. 

Patterson has not risked his 
championship since last Aug. 22, 

“when he knocked out Pete Rade- 
macher, making his bow as a pro- 
fessional, in six rounds. 

The world championship com- 
mittee, which iinks the New York 
State Commission, the British 
Boxing Board of Control and the 
European Boxing Union, seeks to 
have each championship defended 
every six months. 


The committee Saturday 
issued its lists of champions 
and leading challengers. Eddie 
Machen of Redding, Calif., and 
Zora Folley of Chandler, Ariz., 
were bracketed as the top con- 
tenders. Willie Pastrano of New 
Orleans and Miami Beach was 
listed next, followed by Roy 
Harris of Cut and Shoot, Tex? 


Patterson's manager, Cus 
D'Amato, could not immediately 
be reached for comment in New 
York. 


The statement issued by the 
committee at the end of its an- 
nual meeting said: 

“The period in which the 
world heavyweight title should 
have been defended has been 
exceeded by far. The world 
championship committee con- 
sidered that the persistent re- 
fusal by Patterson and his 
manager to defend the heavy- 
weight title cannot be consid- 
ered as serving interests of 
boxing in general and Patter- 

son’s own reputation in particu- 
lar. 


“In consequence the committee 
decides that Patterson must de- 
fend his title against one of the 
officially designated challengers 
(1. Machen and Folley, 2. Pastra- 

. no, 3. Harris) before Sept. 30, 1958. 

' “In the event that Patterson 

‘should refuse, the committee will 

‘not recognize him any longer as 

‘ champion of the world and will 
study in that case what steps to 
take: in application of this deci-

Sylvia’s got pride and she gets mad at the way the newspapers 
keep referring to our neighborhood as ‘slums’.”’ 


Sister Keel smiled, her strong, gentle, weather-roughened 
face looking humorous and affectionate all at once. 

“I tell them it’s not the street that’s a slum. The street is just 
earth like the good Lord put everywhere. It's the people that make 
the slum with the way they live on either side of the street.” 

Sylvia sidled up shyly and took a seat on a bench under the 


chlo 


shed, a slim, blue-jean-clad girl in her 20’s. She didn’t speak and 


after a mniute Sister Keel, who had been busy comforting a little 
girl who was both tempted and terrified by the prospect of slid- 
ing down the sliding board, turned-around and introduced her. 

“Sylvia's lived on Savannah Street all of her life,” explained 
Sister Keel. “She can tell you about it.” ; 


A little at the time Sylvia did tell me, revealing beautiful 
white teeth occasionally in a shy smile, ducking her short-cropped 
blondined head, squinting her bright blue eyes against the sunshine 
to keep watch on the three of her own four children who played 
there. (The baby was asleep at home.) 


What Sylvia said was so interesting to me it may take two 
columns to relay it to you but I think it’s worth reporting. Some- 
times I think all of us who live in a city are sort of John Gunther 
types. He writes one ‘‘Inside’’ story after another and, of couse, 
he’s inside nothing. What he sees about every place is the ob 
vious superficialities. I went home and read the portion of his 
“Inside U.S.A.”" devoted to Atlanta and Georgia and although 
I could find no fault with the facts and impressions that he set 
down I kept thinking that he erred to say he was “inside.” 

We who live in Atlanta are ‘‘inside’’ only such a small part of it. 
When we move out of our little niche, like Mr. Gunther, we're 
outsiders, seeing only what we're looking for, understanding little. 

For instance, Savannah street and Pickett’s alley seem to be 
a slum to many of us but if we were inside, how would it look? 


“I love it,” said Sylvia. “I was born in that house on the 
corner. My husband he was born in that house two doors down— 
you see the one, the little shotgun house with the clothes drying on 
the bench. Now we live in that one.” 


She pointed to a third house, a rickety looking three-room 
dwelling with a hard-packed yard and no tree to shade it. 

‘‘We moved away twice. We tried it in the project and the 
project apartments are nice and convenient. But I’m a hard person 
to get acquainted. Seems like I missed Savannah street so much 
I could hardly stand it . . . so ve came back.” 

She smiled. “It’s better than it used to be when me and my 
husband was kids. All the houses have toilets now—not showers or 
tubs or anything—but toilets built off the back porch. And Sister 
Keel has done a lot to change the neighborhood. Used to be this 
was an old junky vacant lot and all the men that got drunk would 
lie out here under a tree cutting up and raising sand. 


Sylvia is one of the women on the street who has worked 
hardest to see that the shelter is built. Church women from all 
over Atlanta are interested in the program and are campaigning 
enthusiastically for contributions—anything from the price of a 26- 
cent concrete block on up. Their interest is good, springing as it 
does from compassion, but the interest of that shy, blue-jean-clad 
young mother who couldn’t bear to move away from Savannah 
street is what gets me. 


Sylvia worked side by side with Sister Keel, selling to the 
neighbors contributions of old clothes for a few cents a garment 
to raise money for the mission. 

“Cabbage Town gives $75!"" she said with a flash of pride in 
her blue eyes. “And somehow we're going to raise $25 more.” 

“Cabbage Town?” I repeated, puzzled. 

“This is Cabbage Town,” said Sylvia, smiling. “‘During the 
depression we had nothing to live on but cabbages. It’s not a pretty 
name but I reckon we earned it.”

Death Not Certain 
With Failing Heart 


Heart failure is not always the 
beginning of the end, as the fol- 
lowing letter demonstrates: 

“My father developed dropsy 
and his legs and abdomen were 
enormous,” writes Mrs. S. “He 
was so short of breath he could 
not lie flat in bed but slept sitting 
up in a chair, He was prepared 
to go but I insisted upon calling 
a doctor. He gave three prescrip- 
tions to my mother to have filled 
and told her not to use salt in 
cooking his meals. A miraculous 
change took place within 10 days 
and father is a new man.”

Fear of heart failure stems 
from the false notion that the 
old ticker is irreparable. The 
behavior of the organ can be 
compared with a motor running 
on two cylinders; it may not 
work efficiently but it does not 
stop running. A set of new 
spark plugs and away she goes. 
There are no spark plugs to 

replace in the failing heart but 
much can be done to restore it to 
health. Digitalis slows the baat 
and strengthens the force of each 
contraction. Oxygen lightens the 
load. Dropsy is controlled by 
omitting salt from the diet and 
using medicines to encourage 
elimination of excess fluid. 

Rest is of the utmost impor- 
tance. The failing heart needs to 
be recharged like a battery to re- 
gain its reserve strength. Be- 
cause of the nature of its work, 
it cannot take time off to recupe- 
rate. Consequently the burden 
must be minimized by lessened 
bodily activity. 

Bed rest may be needed at first. 
When activity is resumed, it nev- 
er should reach the point of 
causing breathlessness. Unneces- 
sary exertion is taboo and the in- 
dividual should learn to do every- 
thing as effortlessly as possible. 

The American Heart Assn., 
for example, has planned kitch- 
ens for the housewife with low 
cardiac reserve. 

Dropsy is due in part to dis- 
turbed circulation of the blood. 
In addition, something happens 
to the kidneys to prevent them 
from eliminating water and salt 
properly. The combination leads 
to water-logged tissues. 

In heart failure, the adrenal 
glands produce more of the hor- 
mone, aldosterone, which blocks 
the kidneys. Researchers are hot 
on the trail of substances to nulli- 
fy the action of aldosterone. This 
'may prove to be the first break- 
through in the prevention of heart 
failure.
